City, Southland Observes
Colorado Aqueduct Week
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Colorado River Aqueduct Week is being ooserved this 
week, December 27-January 2, throughout Southern Cali­ 
fornia and Torrance, in recognition of the silver anniver­ 
sary of the Metropolitan Water District. 

For 25 years now the district
has--been performing the vital 
public service of providing for 
a dependable water supply from 
the Colorado River. The dis­ 
trict is the organization that 
planned, built and operates the 
world's largest and longest 
aqueduct system.

When the first meeting of 
the district directors Was held 
25 years ago, in Pasadena, they 
were confronted witli a chal­ 
lenge to provide water for a 
Southern California that was 
growing fast, even then. The 
directors worked fa,st. too. and 
by 1941 a life-giving stream of 
Colorado river water was pour­ 
ing into thirsty cities through 
a 457-mile system of pipes, tun­ 
nels and conduits.

"Although the Metropoli­ 
tan Water District has nhowii 
large gain* by every yard­ 
stick of growth durinff the 
past 25 years, It Is just enter­ 
ing Its greatest period of u»»- 
fulness," maid Joseph »Iensen, 
cliHirman of tine board of di­ 
rectors.

Maximum Capacity 
Poinling to the aqueduct's 

maximum capacity of more 
than one billion gallons of 
water daily, Jensen said present 
use approximates about one- 
ffith of (hat figure.

"This means that our Colo­ 
rado river reserve supply can 
take care of the water needs of 
another four to five million 
people, or almost, double the 
present population now living 
within the district boundaries," 
the water official declared.

Program
Preparations for keeping 

ahead of the demands of that 
new population influx are be­ 
ing implemented through a 
$52,000,000 construction pro­ 
gram which is under the direc­ 
tion of Robert B. Diemer, gen­ 
eral manager and chief engi­ 
neer.

The district's expansion pro­ 
gram includes installation of 
additional giant pumps along 
the main aqueduct, construction 
of a'new reservoir in the Mon- 
terey Park area and laying of 
more miles of pipes at num­ 
erous locations in the water 
distribution system that radiates

to 50 of the principal cities in 
Southern California.

First Major Addition
Water officials point out that 

this is the first major addition 
that has been required for the 
huge aqueduct system, which 
was built at an original cost of 
almost $200,000.000. The aque­ 
duct was under construction 
from 1932 to 1941 and has been 
in operation since that time.

"We believe it is a matter of 
pride for all Southern Call- 
fornians to know that the en­ 
tire cost of their Metropolitan 
aqueduct is being paid for by 
the water users and taxpayers 
of this area, without any fed­ 
eral subsidy or controls," said 
Chairman Jensen.

title* Beneflttinff
The number of incorporated 

cities in the Metropolitan Water 
District has increased from the 
original 11 to 50. Its area has 
increased from 624 square miles 
in 1928 to more than 1700 
square miles in December, 1953.

Originally the district areas 
were situated in Los Angeles 
and Orange counties; in Decem­ 
ber, 1953. district territory ex­ 
tended into five California 
counties, Los Angeles, Orange. 
San Diego, San Bernardino and 
Riverside.

The populaiton of the district 
has increased from 1.600,000 in 
1928 to more than 4,000,000 in

The Mcsplou Dairy, 16940 
^South Crenshaw fnear 170th 
^street) drew heavy fire again 

before'the City Council when 
it was charged that the place 
was still In violation of a City 
ordinance and that no attempt 
to correct this   situation had 
been made despite repeated 
warnings. Nearby residents also 
expressed the belief that the 
place represented a public 
health menace.

£ George Powell, city land-use 
investigator, declared that 
eleven head of cattle hart been 
kept on the property in viola­ 
tion of a City ordinance which 
permits only two animals in an 
A-l or R«2 /one. There is no 
indication of a dairy operation, 
Powell said, but there Is evi­ 
dence that cattle are being tran­ 
sported In and out of there. The 
mosquito menace, Powell said, 

^presented an Immediate hazard.
Warning Ignored 

Until now Mesplou has not 
headed the city attorney's 
warning sent In November that 
he is in violation of the city 
ordinance*-

An Inspection of the property
by the County Health Depart
ment revealed that there wa»
no "public health menace at

^thli time."
w Residents appearing before 

the C^ty Council claimed, how 
ever, that the nearness of the 
cattle presented * sanitation 
and health hazard especially 
with cloae to 200 children In 
the nearby housing develop­ 
ment. The fence was said to be 
too close to the residence*. One 
of the homeowners claimed that 
the homes are overrun with

«mice and that they come from 
the Mesplou area. The charge 
has not been substantiated ss 
yet and still awaits Investiga­ 
tion by a health officer.
